TO TESTIFY 


When the Proceedings Against the C., B. 


and D.Are Filed in the Federal 


Court of This District 


Cincinnati, O., Jan. 18.—-J. P. Mor- 


gan the financial king of Wall street, 
and other great Eastern financiers, 
will "probably be summoned to this 
city in the suit that will be broughr 
against the C., H. and D. and the C.. 
C. and L. 


The indications are that this suit 


will be filed in the United States 
Courts here in the 
near 
future. 


There will be in attendance on the 
case some of the ablest and most not- 
able corporation lawyers of the coun- 
try. From what can be learned it is 
probauie that the case here will last 
about three weeks, and because of 
the immense amount of money In- 
volved, and the importance of the de- 
cision in the case, both sides -will con- 
test until the Supreme Court of the 
United States has passed upon the

now covers 17,000 acres and is the 
source of frequent damage suits to 
the state. At the present term the 
state board of public works will ask 
the legislature for an appropriation 
of $17,000 to compensate the far- 
mers whose lands were devastated 
by the overflow in the spring and 
summer of 1904. But as a feeder 
of the Miami and Erie canal early 
in the last century the Grand res- 
ervoir is one of (he largest and best 
knowij of all public works in Ohio. 
There is also a likelihood that a 
measure may be introduced In the 
Ohio legislature asking that for an 
appropriation of $10,000,000 to im- 
prove Ohio's canal systems, the same 
to be decided next fall by a vote of 
the people. 
Should the state vote to 


abandon the canals, the Grand reser- 
voir, the largest of its kind in the 
world, could yet be retained and 
with its four shores converted into 
an encircling boulevard it would 
make one of the beauty spots of 
Ohio.
